■te«k  Hoto  of  Calcutta  came  from  Bcntal,  but  it 

provrri  "the  praludf  to  t^trr^  virtory  at 


There  la  a  cuUoquial  meaning  for  the  word 
"soldiering"  In  the  United  8t«tii.  iltnlfylng  "a 

feiKning  to  work,  a  .slinking  nf  duty"  This  in- 
terpretation can  well  be  applied  to  tlie  Dominion 
Oovamment's  conception  of  how  eonacrlptlon  Is 
to  be  put  Into  effect.  The  propoaal  IS,  according 
to  reports  from  Ottawa,  that  age  groups  as  called 
VP  Witt  hare  mUltary  training  for  a  month  In 
camp,  will  continue'  In  civilian  occupations  and 
have  a  certain  number  of  "night  classes, '  pre- 
sumably at  drill  halla.  In  other  words,  conscrip- 
tion will  mean  no  more,  and  perhap.s  1ps.s.  in  the 
way  of  training  than  is  applied  to  Militia  units 
In  time  of  peace.  Many  of  the  men  who  went 
overseas  with  Canada  s  Fir.st  Divi.sion  had  .served 
in  the  Militia  for  several  years.  It  was  found 
nece.ssary  to  give  them  nine  months  of  active 
service  training  before  they  were  regarded  as 
fit  to  ennaRe  in  battle  The  same  would  apply  to 
conscripts,  as  Ottawa  views  lliem.  The  cri&i.^ 
calUnf  for  fuUy-trained  man  power  la  upon  the 
Empire,  with  all  it,s  traui*'  .  ii'.iiiflrance,  and  the 
Qovernment  puts  forward  what  Is  only  a  sketchy 
plan,  a  plan  that  Is  no  more  than  playing  with 
the  Idea  of  bulldUiK  up  an  army  for  home  defence. 

Canada  is  at  war.  The  United  States  is  not.  In 
tha  lattar  country  there  Is  now  what  Is  called  the 
Burkr-Wad.sworth  Sflrc'ivr  Servico  Bill  before 
Congress.  It  calls  for  eight  months  of  full-time 
training  annually  for  men  summoned  up  for 
home  defenro  The  e.stlmate  Is  that,  under  this 
plan.  it. will  take  f\ve  years  to  build  up  a  well- 
trained  home  defence  force.  On  that  basis  of 
reckoning,  under  thr  plan  pmpo.'iod  for  Canada, 
it  would  take  forty  years  for  this  country  to 
reach  the  same  objective,  which  Is  a  reductio  ad 
absurd um,  Inasmuch  a.s  all  the  men  in  training 
would  have  passed  far  beyond  the  military  aRe 
before  the  objective  was  achieved.  Tlius,  .so  far 
as  conscription  In  this  country  having  anything  * 
to  do  with  turnlnR  out  fully-trained  .soldiers, 
even  for  home  delence,  what  Ottawa  proposes 
Is  a  travesty. 

Surely  the  Ospartment  of  National  Defence  Is 
not  going  to  make  a  mockery  of  the  war  effort 
whkh  It  is  so  assentlal  that  this  country  should 

undertake  To  the  extent  that  man  power  \^  to 
be  mobilized  it  Is  essential,  where  it  applies  to 
the  fighting  forces,  that  the  training  must  be 
professionalized  to  the  fullest  degree.  It  is  to  : 
meet  the  most  highly  professionalized  armies 
that  the  world  has  even  known  that  the  power 
of  the  British  Empire  is  being  mu.slcrcd.  Man 
power  to^ffgfil'Tn  The  field,  or  for  the  defence  of 
any  part  of  the  Empire,  must  be  trained  to  the 
last  ounce  if  It  is  to  be  prepared  to  meet  those 
who  have  made  war  their  sole  bu.sine.ss  and  have 
sacrificed  everything  else  for  that  purpose.  That 
la  axiomatic.  The  day  has  Idng  gone  by  when 
amateur  .soldier;,  wholly  inadequately  trained, 
can  oompete  with  the  superbly  drilled  legions  of 
slggresslon.  Such  a  eoneeptl<yn  of  opposing 
Totalitarian  war  method,';  i.s  an  invitation  to 
suicide.  Canadas  conscription  plan,  if  carried 
out  as- now  Intended.  Is  next  door  to  valueless. 
It  savors  of  nursing  kittens  to  defend  themaelvM 
Mftlnst  tlgtrs. 


In  the  same  year  Port  Malion  was  i>urrendered,  a 
happanlng  which  was  Interpreted  as  the  low  of 
Britl.'h  supremacy  In  the  Mediterranean  Then, 
too,  came  the  Convention  of  Closter -Seven,  when 
the  Duke  of  Oiimbarland  agraad  <o  disband  the 

British  force  of  50.000  #hleh  had  been  dispatched 
for  the  defence  of  Hanover.  The  surrender  was 
avenged  at  Minden.  From  North  America  there 

were  tidings  of  tho  defeat  and  death  of  Oeneral 
Braddock,  the  loss  of  the  foris  commanding  Lakes 
Ontario  and  Champlaln,  and  Prench  supremacy 
unbroken  from  Louisiana  to  the  8t.  Laweence. 
In  England  there  was  no  Government  for  thir- 
teen weeks:  this  was  because  no  Government 
could  live  in  the  Hou.se  of  Commons  without  the 
support  of  the  Duke  of  Newcastle.  "At  last,"  says 
Mr.  MarriaLL--liLihe  darkest  hour,  Pitt  came  to 
terms  with  Newcastle.  What  Pitt  did  in  four 
short  years  years  fills  the  nio.st  splendid  page  in 
the  history  of  the  British  Empire.  The  victories 
of  Minden^  and  in  Quiberon  Bay  saved  the  Euro- 
pean situation  In  1759,  18,000  Frenchmen  were 
ready  to  embark,,  for  the  inva;sion  of  England, 
That  danger  was  dUslpated  by  Hawke's  brUllant 
victory  in  Quiberon  Bay  At  Plaasey,  Clive.  at 
Wandewash  Coote,  laid  the  foundations  of  the 
British  Empire  In  India.  Wolfe''8  great  victory 
on  the  Heights  of  Abraham  a.ssured  British  su- 
premacy in  Canada.  The.  dark  hours  of  1756  were 
then  the  prelude  to  the  brUllant  dawn  of  17S7- 
1761."    „  ' 

History  has  the  habit  of  repeating  Itself.  An- 
other Pitt,  the  son  of  Lord  Chatham,  was 
described  as  the  "Savior  of  Europe '  In  the  early 
years  of  the  nineteenth  century.  His  la.st  speech 
was  at  the  Guildhall  banquet  on  November  9, 
1805,  -a  Tonight  arter~Trafalgar.  Britain  had 
then  won  conlio!  (  f  the  sea.s.  but  it  was  three 
weeks  before  Auilcriitz,  which  appeared  to  seal 
the  doom  of  Europe.  When  the  Lord  Mayor  gave 
the  toR.st  "The  Savior  of  Europe."  Pitt  rose  and 
said:  "Europe  is  not  to  be  saved  by  any  single 
man.  England  has  saved  herself  by  her  exertions 
and  win,  I  trust,  save  Europe  by  her  example." 
It  took  ten  years  for  Europe  to  be  saved,  ten 
years  before  word  was  received  of  what  Thomas 
De  Quincey  described  a.s  "Waterloo  and  Recov- 
ered Cliristendom. '  The  task  of  the  Empire  again 
is  to  sa^  Europe  by  her  example.  . —

Mr.  Mackenzie  King  says:  "None  of  the  reasons 
Which  brought  National  Oovernment  in  England 
or  In  Australia  existed  In  Canada.  The  present 
Government  was  lelurncd  by  the  ovcrwlielmmg 
majority  of  the  people's  votes  endorsing  its  war 
policy  "  That,  then.  Is  the  explanation  of  party 
government  In  a  time  of  national  emergency. 
The  present  Prime  Minister  calls  the  tune  and 
the  dlraetlon  of  the  country's  war  effort  l.s  his 
alone.  What  he  omitted  to  mention  in  the  House

When  the  time  comes  to  weigh  the  pre.sent 
political  situation  in  the  balance,  historians  will 
not  fall  to  note  the  absorbing  preoccupation  of 
the  Liberal  Party  In  holdiiiR  (Ui  to  the  reins  of 
power  and  il&  refusal  to  take  into  the  Cabinet 
ayone,  no  matter  how  admirably  equipped,  who 
did  not  aeree  with  the  political  tenets  of  t.he 
Administration.  They  will  rtcall  that  political 
power  in  this  country  Is  but  little  responsive  to 
public  will  in  times  of  emrrgency,  far  . less  re- 
sponsive than  is  similar  power  in  the  Motherland. 

Mr.  King  works'  on  the  assumption  that  all 
arguments  In  favor  of  National  Oovernment  are 
daalgned  to  weaken  his  hold  on  power,  and  t.o 
maintain  such  power  ^Is  the  first  article  in  his 
political  lexicon.  He  has  made  this  clear  and 
unmistakable  again  and  again.  Knowing  this. 
Messrs  Hanson  and  Orote  Stirling  do  not  see 
that  any  good  purpose  can  be  served  by  accepting 
the  invitation  to  sit  as  spectators  with  the  War 
Committee  of  the  Cabinet,  but  to  have  no  part 
In  the  Oovernmentv  and  therefore  to  have  no 
weight  attachlnR  to  any  propnsal,<!  fhey  might  put 
forward.  Were  they  to  lake  part,  as  suggested 
by  the  Prime  Minister,  they  would  be  In  the  posi- 
tion of  sub.scrihing  to  his  quallHed  tffort  that 
connotes  Canada  s  part  in  the  War.

General  de  Gaulle  aaid  the  dr  feat 
of  T^nce  was  not  due,  as  General 
Weygand  held  said,  to  the  greater 
numbers  of  Germans.  It  was  due  to 
Incomprehension  of  the  new  form
